MOSCOW, April 18 (R)— Leonid Brezhnev and Alexei Kosygin 
were today re-elected as the Soviet Union’s president and prime 
minister at a meeting of the Supreme Soviet, the country's par- 
liament. The nomination of the 72-year-old Mr. Brezhnev, pres- 
ident for the past two years and Communist Party leader since 
1964, was proposed by Mikhail Suslov, another member of the 
party's politburo. Mr. Suslov, 76, said Mr. Brezhnev has raised the 
work of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet “to a qualitatively 
new level” since he took over the presidency in 1 977 on the ouster 
of former Head of State Nikolai Podgoniy. Mr. Kosygin, 75, has 
been premier since 1964 when he replaced Nikita Khrushchev. 
His government list is expected to contain no changes from the 
line-up on the eve of the Supreme Soviet session- Another official 
re-elected was 78-year-old Vasily Kuznetsov as Mr. Brezhnev’s 
first vice-president.

Haddad declares independent 
state in southern Lebanon 


METULLAH. Israel, April 18 
(RF-The commander of right- 
wing Clu-ist ian forces in South 
Lebanon today declared the reg- 
ion an independent "Free Leba- 
non.” 

Maj. Saad Haddad told a press 
conference in Merullah that the 
decision to declare an inde- 
pendent Lebanon in the south of 
the country was taken at a meeting 
of representatives of the 100,000 
inhabitants south of the Litani 
River, held at Marjayoun this 
morning. 

The move followed the arrival 
in U.N.-controIled areas of South 
Lebanon of a 500-strong Leban- 
ese array contingent. 

Maj. Haddad said the new 


independent region would only 
recognise the authority of the 
Beirut government again after all 
Palestinian and Syrian troops had 
left Lebanon. 

Calling for the resignation of 
Lebanese President Elias Sarkis, 
he described the Palestinians as 
disruptive foreign forces. Maj. 
Haddad has been disavowed by 
the Lebanese government. 

Major Haddad said he had not 
consulted Israel before declaring 
an independent state in southern 
Lebanon and had not had time to 
consider whether Israel would 
support his move.

The Israeli-backed militia 
rained shells on Derdghaiya, a 
hilltop village, 16 kilometres from 
the Israeli border, as soon as the 
Lebanese column arrived. 

The convoy ground to a halt as 
troops took cover but later moved 
on again. 

Lebanese sources said two 
Lebanese soldfers were wounded 
in the shelling. Farther West along 
the coast, Israeli shells fired across 
southern Lebanon from 175 mm 
guns, killed two people and 
injured eight, the sources said. 

The deployment of Lebanese 
forces alongside the U.N. Interim 
Force in Lebanon (UNlhlL) was 
called for last January by the U.N. 


Security Council, which gave 
Lebanon until tomorrow to send 
its forces south. 

Palestinian commandos formed 
up in loose ranks as the column of 
trucks, armoured cars and jeeps 
passed the Litani River. The 
Palestinians made no attempt to 
interfere with the convoy. 

There was no return fire when 
the rightists bombarded the pro- 
visional Lebanese headquarters 
today. One shell landed across a 
road. 25 metres from the villa 
housing the Lebanese officers, 
who are under UNIFIL's com- 
mand. 

The lebanese army split into 
rightist and leftist factions in early 
1976 during the civil war here and 
today’s operation was one of the 
first carried out by the newly 
rebuilt force which still must face 
the challenge of direct combat. 

Most of the Lebanese troops are 
to be stationed well back from 
direct confrontation lines, but 
within range of Israeli and rightist 
guns.

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KAMPALA, April 1 8 
(Agencies)— Troops of ousted 
Ugandan dictator Idi Amin mas- 
sacred civilians in East Uganda in 
reprisal for their military defeat by 
the Tanzanian-led anti-Amin 
forces, refugees said today.

The latest victory by forces of 
the new transitional Ugandan 
government was reported by 
Akena POjok, its minister of 
power, who said last night that 
they had secured the Owen Falls 
dam which carries a road bridge 
across the Nile at Jinja. Tanzanian 
■ soldiers thrust east from Kampala 
to take the dam and secure its 
power station, source of almost all 
Uganda’s electricity, against the 
danger of sabotage, he said. 

But the bulk of the army bad 
last night still to reach Jinja 80 
kilometres east of Kampala, in its 
drive to gain control of the entrie 
country.

Iran’s Islamic rulers 
appeal for unity 


TEHRAN, April 18 (R)— About 
10,000 Iranian troops and hun- 
dreds of thousands of civilians 
paraded through the streets of 
Tehran today as the country's 
Islamic rulers issued separate 
appeals for national unity. 

Revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini organised the 
public show of solidarity to mark 
"Islamic Forces Day”, which will 
be staged as an annual event. 

Tanks, armoured cars and a 
handful of anti-aircraft guns were 
paraded and three Phantom jets 
roared overhead to the cheers of 
the crowds. 

. Meanwhile, Ayatollah Kho- 
meini and the secret all-powerful 
revolutionary council he is 
believed to head issued separate 
statements today calling for unity 
and attacking forces who want to 
reverse the revolution. 

Apparently referring to demon- 
strations by tens of thousands of 
people throughout Iran yesterday, 
the council said "opportunists are 
taking every chance for pro- 
vocation and discord, -trying to 
pave the way for another regime 
of the Pahlavi (the exiled Shah's 
dynasty) type.” 

Neither Ayatollah Khomeini 
nor the council personally 
attacked Ayatollah Mahmoud 
Takghani, the country’s second 
best known religious leader who 
has been in hiding for several days 
to protest against abuse of power 
by some elements in-the country. 

But the coundfs statement 
called on Ayatollah Taleghani to 
return to his Tehran home to pre- 
vent “opportunists” from expkrit- 


ing the sensitive situation. 

A taped statement from Ayatol- 
lah Taleghani himself, also broad- 
cast on the state radio, asked peo- 
ple not to march in his support and 
warned against opportunists lead- 
ing Iran to political extremes. 

The three statements appeared 
to indicate a closing of ranks 
among Ayatollah Khomeini, the 
rebel Ayatollah Taleghani and the 
secret revolutionary council, as 
they all concentrated their attacks 
on a common, though undefined, 
enemy. 

The state radio today anno- 
unced six more executions in 
Tehran and one in Kerman after 
secret revolutionary trials, bring- 
ing the total so far to 138. There 
had been a lull in executions yes- 
terday for the first time in 12 days. 
In Kerman, two people were 
acquitted and 12 got jail sentences 
of between three months and 10 
years. 
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African safari 


THE U.S. State Department has sent a mission to Africa to 
try to drum up support for the separate Ee> ptian-Israeli 
peace treaty. It will focus on such "pro- Western” states as 
Nigeria. Senegal. Liberia, Ivory Coast. Sudan. Zaire and 
Kenya. The head-hunting mission hopes to line these coun- 
tries" up behind the treaty -and encourage them to restore 
diplomatic relations with Israel, broken oft by African 
nations virtually en masse after the 1973 war. 

.Africa's position on the Middle East, as defined by the 
official stance of the Organisation of African Lenity, is 
clear, despite divergences in the policies of individual Afri- 
can states. The O AU could not accept the occupation of the 
territory (Sinai) of one of its founding members f Egypt). 

Israel had made important diplomatic, economic and 
strategic inroads in Africa before 1973. and the severence 
of relations after the October war was a sharp blow to those 
Israeli interests. More broadly, the African consensus iden- 
tifies the Palestinian srruggle with Africa's own liberation 
movements, strongly condemns Israel's collaboration with 
the apartheid regime in South Africa, and shares the view 
that Zionism is a form of racism. 

Now. of course, the U.S.. will attempt to argue that 
Israel has committed itself to withdraw from Sinai, and that 
it is therefore time for the West's African clients to rein- 
state their relations with Israel, ft is but another attempt to 
divide Arab opinion (nine OAU members are also in the 
Arab League) and isolate those Arabs who oppose the 
peace treaty. 

But a lot has changed since 1 973. and Africa is all too 
aware of the role which U.S. foreign policy would assign to 
it in the competition with the Soviet Union for strategic 
supremacy in the continent. Africa, unlike Egypt, is not for 
sale. 

Israel is more than eager to get back in the continent in 
a big way: the Horn of Africa conflict, for example, has 
afforded Israel a chance to strike at Arab interests by 
secretly helping the "Marxist” Ethiopian military junta in 
its wars against Somalia and Eritrea. 

But the U.S. envoys will find that most Africans see 
little enticement to make themselves parties to a policy 
which is designed to manipulate their destinies, together 
with those of their fraternal neighbours in the Arab World. 
Besides. Africa has more than enough problems of its own.

“Jordan will continue to adhere to its position until Israel 
withdraws from the occupied Arab territories, and recognises the 
unquestionable and legitimate rights of the Palestinians." the 
paper says. 

The Lebanese and the Kuwaiti papers"have only themselves to 
blame. Jordan is above the lies of the Israeli. Kuwaiti and Leban- 
ese press. These papers ought to realise that their lies have been 
exposed and will not he swallowed by anyone." the paper con- 
cludes. 

AL DUSTOUR lists six reasons why “Israeli media are main- 
taining a concentrated barrage of lies against Jordan: 

•‘First, Jordan has frustrated the Israeli endeavours to present 
the Arab position (on the Camp David agreements) as negative 
and hostile to peace. 

“Second, Jordan has been successful in preserving Arab sol- 
idarity during the Baghdad foreign and economy ministers con- 
ference. 

“Third, Jordan assumed a vital role in putting an end to the 
bloody dispute between North and South Yemen. 

“Fourth, Jordan has always urged the Arabs to build up their 
indigenous strength. 

“Fifth, Jordan's strategic position makes it a shield for the Arab 
nation. 

“Sixth, national cohesion, which characterises our people, is the 
real force behind the steadfastness and stability of Jordan.” 

“For all these reasons." the paper says, “Israel has been unable 
to hide its indignation against Jordan, which it regards as a firm 
rock in the way of Israeli expansionism in the area. - This indig- 
nation manifests itself in lies launched by the Israeli media against 
Jordan." 

In conclusion, the paper regrets that several Arab papers have 
become involved in propagating the Israeli lies, and hopes that 
these papers will realise “that their support of the Israeli cam- 
paign is a present to Israel offered on a silver platter."

In an address at the opening ses- 
sion. King Hussein outlined Jor- 
dan’s achievements in the medical 
field and improvements in health 
services which, he said, were the 
fruit of cooperation between offi- 
cials and citizens.

The Ministry of 
Health now operates 1 1 hospitals, 
80 health centres, 249 clinics and 
59 mother and child care centres 
around the country, the minister 
said. The minister also spoke of 
plans for expanding medical ser- 
vices and enlarging existing hos- 
pitals.

AO AS expels 
Egypt, to 

move HQ 
to Amman 

AMMAN, April IS (JNA)— The 
Arab Organisation for Adminis- 
trative Science (AOAS) decided 
at a meeting held here today to 
suspend Egypt’s membership in 
the organisation and to transfer its 
headquarters from Cairo to 
Amman immediately. 

The participants also formed a 
five-member committee to be 
teaded by Df. Noun Shafiq from 
Jordan to' choose a suitable build- 
ing for the new headquarters and 
to determine its technical and 
administrative requirements. 

Taking part in the meeting were 
delegates from Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, Libya, Iraq, tire 
Yemen Arab Republic, Morocco, 
Bahrain. Palestine, Syria, the 
United Arab Emirates, Qatar, 
Lebanon. Tunisia ^nd the Arab 
Organisation for Administrative 
Science. 

Also today, communications 
officials announced that the Arab 
Postal Union will hold an 
emergency conference in Qatar 
early next month to discuss the 
possible suspension of Egypt's 
membership for signing a peace 
treaty with Israel 

The conference was also 
expected to discuss Che removal of 
the union's headquarters from 
Cairo to some other Arab capital, 
they added. 

The union, which includes ail 
Arab states, was created in 1952 
as an organ of the Arab League. 

An Arab- foreign and economy 
ministers' conference in Baghdad 
in March decided to transfer Arab 
League headquarters from Cairo 
to Tunis and agreed to impose an 
economic, political and diplomatic 
boycott on Egypt for signing the 
pact.

AMMAN, April IS— Hie Jordan 
Valley has been the setting in 
recent weeks for an environ- 
mental impact assessment study, 
the first one of its kind to be car- 
ried out on such a large scale out- 
side the United States. 

The team of experts sent hereto 
study the impact of the proposed 
Maqarin Dam and Jordan Valley 
Irrigation System Project Stage II 
have just returned to their head 
office in Cambridge, Mas- 
sachusetts, where they are now 
hard at work preparing a draft 
report to be handed in on May 1 S. 

Held investigations and inter- 
views with authorities concerned 
with development of the Jordan 
Valley were carried out during the 
last eight weeks by Arthur D. Lit- 
tle Inc. in cooperation with Har- 
vard University’s Institute for 
Conservation Archaeology. 
Arthur D. Little is one of the 
United States' largest man- 
agement and technical consulting 
companies which has conducted 
environmental impact assess- 
ments of many infrastructure/ 
development projects throughout 
the world. 

The assessment study is a legal 
requirement of the United States 
Agency for International 
Development (USAID) which is 
helping finance rhe construction 
of Maqarin Dam. The Environ- 
mental Protection Act, which has 
been in force for some years in the 
Unired States, has recently been 
amended to cover all major over- 
seas projects funded by the U.S. 
government. Although a multiple 
environmental study was carried 
out in the summer of 1977 for a 
sewage plant in Alexandria, 
Egypt, the study in the Jordan Val- 
ley is the first fully comprehensive 
one to be conducted outside the 
United States. 

The purposes of the 
study— apart from satisfying the 
legal requirements of USAID, 
that its funds will not be used to 
cause unnecessary harm to Jor- 
dan’s environment— are to assist 
the Jordan Valley Authority to 
, foresee possible adverse effects of 
the dam and other projects in 
Stage II and to recommend mod- 
ifications, if needed, to-nytigate or 
eliminate expecfiap^frOmnemrf t 
degradation. 

The Maqarin Dam, which is the 
main element planned for the 
Stage II project, will span the 
Yarmouk River in the far north of 
the country. The Yarmouk, which 
marks pan of the frontiers bet- 
ween Syria and Jordan, and Jor- 
dan and Israel, is the main tribut- 
ary of the River Jordan. The' 
approximately 125 metre-high 
dam, when completed, will store 
250 million cubic metres of water, 
.five times as much as the Ring 
Talal Dam.

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the final design stage, is expected 
to be completed in 1983-4; there 
will then be enough water to allow 
the East Ghor Canal to be 
extended a final I4V a kilometres 
down to the Dead Sea and thus 
irrigate land at the southern tip of 
the valley. 

Other elements planned for 
Stage II are: a 20 MW powerplant 
at Maqarin Dam and 2 MW pow- 
erplant at King Talal Dam; a 
diversion weir across the Yar- 
mouk River at the existing intake 
to the East Ghor Canal; diversion 
facilities on Wadi's Yabis, Kuf- 
ringa and Rajib and sprinkler 
irrigation system for 25,353 hec- 
tares (see map for details). 

The team studying the biotic, 
physical and human environment 
of the valley included specialists in 
public administration, environ- 
mental health, regional planning, 
agricultural economics and civil 
engineers as well as a biologist, an 
ecologist, a sociologist, an ant- 
hropologist and an archaeologist 
(the last two supplied by Harvard 
University). 

The primary environmental 
concerns relate to construction 
and land preparation activities, 
inundation of the Maqarin Reser- 
voir area, changes in streamflow 
patterns, changes in agricultural 
practices and changes in demog- 
raphic and social characteristics. 

The experts have been con- 
sidering these concerns in the con- 
texts of terrestrial and aquatic 
resources, sociocultural charac- 
teristics and public health. The 
team collaborated with members 
of the JVA. the ministries of 
agriculture, education and health 
and other local government 
bodies in studying the proposed 
project sites and reviewing exist- 
ing studies and data. 

The different members of the 
team were all so busy during their 
brief stay that it was hard to catch 
up with any of them. According to 
Alan Sloan, the regional planner, 
who took over from Robert Terry 
(public administrator) as team 
leader for social studies in the dos- 
ing stages of the study, everyone 
had had a most interesting time in 
Jordan and enjoyed themselves 
tremendously. 

As a regional planner Mr. Sloan 
has been principally concerned 
with the effect pf the irrigation 
jjnjj&t on fBelrvei oFthe^ valley's 
inhabitants. He was very impre- 
ssed by the fertility of the valley 
and the fact that three or four 
crops could be produced every 
year. The Jordan Valley Author- 
ity projects will greatly increase 
agricultural productivity and 
encourage more settlers to come 
to the area. 

Although nothing could be said 
officially until the report is handed 
in it seems that no major environ- 
mental problems have been 
encountered which might delay or 
drastically alter Stage n of the 
Jordan Valley Irrigation System.

AMMAN, April IS- The United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency 
for Palestinian Refugees 
(UNRWA) schools in Jordan are 
devoting a great deal of time and 
energy to the International Year 
of the Child. At every opportunity 
■tbe pupils in their schools both 
inside and outside of Amman 
organise exhibitions, variety shows 
and displays of Palestinian crafts. 

These programmes often last no 
longer than one day and therefore 
don't attract large numbers of the 
public. However, there is pre- 
sently a book exhibition on at 
Jabai Nuzha Girls School No. 1 
which wit! remain open until 
Saturday, and is well worth a visit. 

The school is extremely proud 
of its library, and headmistress 
Mrs. Maleeha Khairy delights in 
telling its short history. In eight 
years the library has grown from 
nothing to an impressive col- 
lection of 9.000 books, 8.180 in 
Arabic and 820 in English. 

For this week’s exhibition a lot 
of the newer and more attractive 
books in the library have been 
arranged on tables and some have 
even been hung from the ceiling 
by enthusiastic pupils. The room 
is. of course, too small to display- 
all 9.000 books in this manner so 
only a pan of what the library has 
to offer is on display. 

Manning the exhibition are 
pupils who have proved to be out- 
standing readers for their ages. 
Khitam Abdul Jaber Tayyim, 10 
years old. is proud to tell you. if 
you ask her. that she has red 103 
books during the present scholas- 
tic year. Khitan won first prize in 
the Ministry of Education national 
reading competition this year, and 
is even able to say just how many 
pages the 103 books contained— a 
grand total of 10,410. Jabai Nuzha 
Girls School No. 1 was established 
in 1969 but when Mrs. Khairy 
joined it in 1971 “not a single 
piece of paper was left here,” she 
said. This was the result of the civil 
disturbances at that time.

An 
enthusiastic reader herself she 
inspires her pupils with a love and 
reverence for books as is indicated 
by the careful preservation of 
many older, yellowing and much 
thumbed copies still kept in the 
library. 

The pupils cover books when 
they look worn and have organ- 
ised an efficient card system for 
lending. 

As there is no one who can 
devote attention to the library full 
time, one pupil in each class is 
appointed to act as librarian so 
that when someone wants a book 
they know exactly who to go to. 
The pupil librarians are respons- 
ible to Mrs. Aida Arafat, the 
Arabic teacher, who has devoted 
most pf her spare time to the 
organisation and running of the 
library. 

To begin with, Mrs. Khairy 
wrote for assistance to the minis- 
tries of culture and information in 
many Arab and non-Arab coun- 
tries. She got a lot of material that 
could not be of immediate use 
since most of it was either 
advanced English or just tourist 
information. Nevertheless she 
kept it all and it now occupies 
about five shelves in the library. 
“That was our beginning.” she 
says proudly. 

She also related a story going 
back to 1976 when a visiting 
member of the British royal family 
was so impressed with the prog- 
ress the library was making that 
she ordered 1,200 Arabic books 
to be sent to the school from 
Beirut.

Only about 100 relatives and close friends were invited 
to St. Andrews Catholic Church for a traditional ceremony to be 
conducted against a backdrop of altar candles by the Rev. Vincent 
Kelly, Evert's high school principal. Evert, top-ranked woman's 
tennis player, and Lloyd, a British player of lesser rank, met last 
June at Wimbledon. They were engaged on her 24th birthday 
Dec. 21. 

The groom also 24, is soft-spoken and reserved, a far cry from 
the man Evert once was engaged to— mervugial American tennis 
star Jimmy Connors. 

U.S. Hockey team draws with Czechs 

MOSCOW, April 18 (AP)— Fighting spirit and superb goal- 
tending have often been chief assets for American hockey players 
in world and Olympic championships. Against Czechoslovakia, 
one of the world's top hockey powers, the young U.S. team earned 
a surprising 2-2 (1-1, 1-2, 0-0) draw Tuesday in final world 
hockey championship first-round action. 

The Americans, helped by Boston University goalie Jim Craig's 
brilliant goal work, ended up with two points after one earlier 
draw and finished third over-all in the tournament’s B-group. The 
Czechs topped the group standings with five points and joined 
Canada, which finished with four points, the Soviet Union and 
Sweden in the final round of the championships. The United 
States will play Finland, which was last in the B-group, West 
Germany and Poland in the final phase of the tournament. The 
last placed team drops out of the elite championships. 

The U.S. team, with a dozen college players whet will make the 
backbone on next year's Olympic squad, made its strongest game 
so far in the tourney although the Czechs could afford a loss and 
still advance to the final round.

In other play today, VlasthnO Hort of Czechoslovakia drew 
with Jan Timm an of The Netherlands. Robert Huebner of West 
Germany was in fifth position with three points. Tied for sixth 
with two points were Boris Spassky of the Soviet Union, Timman 
and Hort. KavaJek bad one point and Bent Larsen of Denmark 
had one-half point 

British boxer becomes lightweight champion 

GLASGOW, Scotland, April 1 8 (R)— Jim Watt of Britain became 
the world lightweight boxing champion here last night when he 
stopped Alfredo Fhalua of Colombia in the twelfth round of a 
memorable fight Phalua dominated the early stages but Watt 
knocked him down with a left hook in the seventh and gradually 
took command until the referee stepped in to save the Colombian 
from further punishment. The bout was for the World Boxing 
Council (WBC) lightweight crown, vacated by Panama’s Roberto 
Duran, but the rival World Boxing Association (WBA) have no 
champion and Watt could soon be recognised as undisputed king 
of this division. Watt lived up to his reputation as a slow starter 
despite the roars of his home town crowd. Prtalua turned in an 
aggressive perform ace and looked the likely winner for most of 
■the contest But he seemed to run out of stamina and was hardly 
able to defend himself as Watt forced him onto the ropes in the 
last two rounds.

AMMAN AIRPORT 
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U.S. officials fear 

further cutback in 
Saudi oil production 


WASHINGTON, April 
18 (R)— Energy officials 
said yesterday they fear 
Saudi Arabia may cut 
back production even 
further at a time when 
petrol and heating oil 
stocks are at seriously low 
levels in the United States. 

The Saudis pushed production 
to 9.5 miinon barrels a day at the 
height of the Iranian crisis, but 
have recently reduced it to 8.5 mil- 
lion barrels. 

The officials said the Carter 
administration was worried that 
the Saudis might stand by a pro- 
jection at the stan of the year that 
their 1979 output would average 
8.5 million barrels a day. 

To accomplish this, the officiis 
said, it would be necessary to put 
production below current levels to 
offset the higher output during the 
Iran crisis. 

The United States bums bet- 
ween 20 and 21 million barrels of 
oil a day. including some ten mil- 
lion barrels of foreign oil. 

Saudi Arabia provides about 
half the U.S. imports and any cut- 
back would be a blow since stocks 
of petroleum are unusually low. 
Normally, petrol consumption 
increases heavily during the com- 
ing months and the period is also 
used to build up hearing oil stocks 
for the coming winter. 

Ominous sign 

The officials also said U.S. 
motorists showed no inclination to 
reduce their driving in big, thirsty 
cars, despite warnings of tight pet- 
rol supplies. “It is a very, very 
ominous sign.” they said. 

Before the revolution Iran 
exported over five million barrels 
a day. Although the new gov- 
ernment resumed production, it is 
less than 2.5 million barrels, of 
which 70.000 is used domestically. 

in an agreement earlier this 
year with 20-member Inter- 
national Energy Agency, the 
United States said it would cut 
projected imports of 9.5 million 
barrels a day by one million bar- 


rels. 

The officials said ofl con- 
sumption had already been cut by 
about 100.000 barrels a day 
through bringing excess electricity 
from some parts of the country to 
areas where power relies mainly 
on oil. 

In addition, another 200,000 
barrels had been saved by power 
companies and manufacturing 
operations switching from oil to 
natural gas, the officials said. 

In a related development, a 
congressional energy sub- 


committee said President Carter’s 
programme to end price controls 
on domestic oil, combined with 
inflation, could increase petrol 
prices by 20 cents a gallon. 

Mr. Carter, in a plan to reduce 
oil imports while increasing 
domestic production, announced 
two weeks ago that he .would 
phase out price controls on 
domestic oil by September 1981. 

Administration officials said it 
would add four to five cents a gal- 
lon to the price of petrol, now 
averaging 75 cents a gallon. 


As talks with China begin 

Vietnam calls for 
demilitarised zone, 
exchange of POWs 


HONG KONG. April IS 
(R)— Vietnam today opened bor- 
der negotiations with China with a 
call for demilitarised zone on their 
common frontier and the speedy 
exchange of prisoners of war. 

Vice Foreign Minister Phan 
Hien made the proposals at the 
start of discussions in Hanoi, the 
first time the two former allies 
have got round the negotiating 
table since their border war in 
February. 

Mr. Phan Hien, whose lengthy 
opening speech was carried in full, 
by the Vietnam News Aency, said 
the situation on the border was 
very tense. 

He accused China of main- 
taining troop positions at ten 
points inside Vietnam and of mas- 
sing “important military forces" 
along the border. 

He called for both sides to agree 
to pull back their troops three to 
five lalometres from border pos- 
itions held at the start of the war. 

He also said the two sides 
should list their prisoners of war so 
that a speedy exchange could be 
arranged, it is not known how 
many Chinese POWs are in Vie- 
tnam. Estimates of the number of 
Vietnamese POWs in China range 
between 2.000 and 5,000. 


Mr. Phan Hien said the com- 
munist neighbours should set up a 
joint commission to oversee the 
establishment of a demilitarised 
zone and the prisoner exchanges. 

Chinese Vice Foreign Minister 
Han Nianlong, whose reply was 
reported by the New China News 
Agency, promised to study the 
Vietnamese proposals and said 
positive results were possible if 
Hanoi was in. earnest about the 
negotiations. 

His opening speech was less 
strident in tone than that of Mr. 
Phan Hien, who accused China of 
committing war crimes and village 
massacres which “surpass by far in 
savagery the U.S. imperialists’ My 
Lai massacre which deeply 
shocked world opinion.” 

Mr. Han agreed that Sino- 
Vietnamese relations had 
deteriorated drastically but 
rejected Vietnamese accusations 
of expansionism: “China does-not. 
maintain a single military base or 
station a single soldier abroad,'* he 
said. 

The New China News Agency 
also said that two Chinese and one 
Vietnamese were killed in ten 
dashes on the border in the past 
week. It accused Vietnamese 
troops of continuing armed pro- 
vocations in China's border areas.

Life ‘slowly returning 
to normal’ for victims 
of Yugoslavia’s quake 


TITOGRAD, Yugoslavia. April 
18 (R) - More after-shocks from 
last Sunday’s devastating ear- 
thquake hit Yugoslavia's southern 
Adriatic coast today after an esti- 
mated 80.000 homeless spent the 
night outdoors in pouring rain. 

Rain, fog and clouds slowed 
down army and police helicopters 
carrying tents to remote villages 
and towns, but officials here 
hoped most stricken areas would 
have enough tents by tonight. 

They said life was slowly return- 
ing to “normal with electricity - 
being restored and food, 
medicines and other supplies 
pouring in from all over the coun- 
try and abroad. 

The strongest after-shock today 
measured six degrees on the 12- 
point Mercalli Scale compared 
with the nine-degree quake on 
Sunday. It was registered early 
today in the bay of Kotor, but no 
new casualties or damage were 
reported. 

The quake on Sunday killed 200 
people, injured 1,000 and caused' 
enormous damage to buildings, 
tourist hotels, ports, industry and 
agriculture. 

Seismological experts said the 
after-shocks were caused by the 
ground settling after the quake. 
More than 350 have been regis- 
tered since Sunday - 

Officials from the stricken reg- 
ion, which includes the coastal 
towns of Kotor, Budva, Bar and 


Uldnj as well as inland mountain 
villages, appealed for tents, 
urgently needed to shelter 
thousands of homeless families. 
They said there was enough food, 
medicine and blankets. 

Health authorities in Bidva. Bar 
and Ulcinj today began a mass 
vaccination of people against 
Typhoid.

Peking, at tile 
time for the deterioration in their 
relations, which have reached 
rock bottom in recent months. 
The latest Soviet note recalled a 
series of Kremlin initiatives to 
improve ties over the past decade. 

The note repeated suggestions 
that the declaration contain - 
pledges to renounce the use of 
force, treat each other as equate, 
respect each otheris territory and 
sovereignty and refrain from 
interference in internal affairs. 

“So tiie PRC (Chinese) Gov- 
ernment knows well the approach 
of the Soviet Union to the subject- -- 
and aims of talks between our 
countries and the concrete prop-, 
osals of the Soviet side. The point 
is that this should be dear to both 
sides,” it said. 

“The Soviet side expects that 
with due account for the above 
stated considerations, the Chinese 
side will present its views on the 
subject and aims of the talks. On ~ 
the attainment of- agreement on 
this, it would be possible to discuss ., 
the question ofthe level and venue 
of the talks,” it said. . ' ~ 

Western diplomats in Moscow ' 
regarded the latest Soviet prop- 
osal as a move intended to pass the 
initiative for talks back to the 
Chinese. Last week the Soviet 
Union said Moscow and Peking 
could have avoided scrapping the 
friendship treaty by adjusting it to 
suit present conditions. 
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U.S. remains divided on 
whether SALT 2 can be 
effectively monitored . 
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WASHINGTON. April 18 
(R)-- The Carter administration 
today faced growing scepticism on 
whether the United States can- 
monitor effectively Soviet com- 
pliance with a new Strategic Arms 
Limitation Treaty (SALT) after 
the loss of listening posts in Iran. 

Defence Secretary' Harold 
Brown said yesterday the U.S. 
may be able to set up adequate 
facilities within a year to foil any 
major Soviet cheating on a new 
SALT agreement. 

But he confirmed leaks of CIA 
estimates that it will take up to five 
years to make up fully for the loss 
of its sophisticated electronic lis- 
tening posts in Iran which mon- 
itored Soviet missile tests.

Mr. Petrides. a dapper figure in 
an impeccably cut dark suit, 
denied he had purchased can- 
vasses, including works by Renoir, 
Vlaminck and Utrillo, knowing 
they were stolen in 1973 from the 
Paris home of a wealthy business- 


said. 

Mr. Marc Francelet, 31, a 
former press photographer, was 
also sent to prison for three years 
for receiving stolen goods. The 
prosecution accused Mr. Fran- 
celet of being the link between the 
thieves and Mr. Petrides.
